The entrance 
to the lake is at Temagami station, 
some seventy miles north of North Bay 
and thirty miles south of Cobalt. At 
the railroad there !s being bullt a quaint 
old-fashioned station-house of rough, 
uncut field boulders. A hundred yards 
to the rear fs the Ronnoco, the first of 
a serles of hotels owned by Dan O'Con- 
nor, the “King of Temagami.” Two 
boat lines solicit your patronage here, 
the Temagami Navigation Co, and a 
line owned by O’Connor. The former 
line has an excellent boat and does a 
large’ trade with the campers and pros- 
pectors who are flocking into the re- 
serve. Tho lake {gs situated in the cen- 
tre of the Temagamt Reserve, contain- 
ing . 1,400,000 acres, and has a larger 
area than the three large Muskoka 
lakes combined. It 1s dotted with some 
1,200 Islands, 1,258 to be exact, num- 
bered by a careful Government, lest 
any be removed bodily by ardent ad- 
‘mirers of the country. These islands 
are of every size, shape and shade, 
varying from tiny sentinel-like rocks 
to great stretches of land of hundreds 
of acres. All are wooded with pine, 
spruce, cedar, hemlock, poplar and 
birch, the dark green of the pines, 
blending perfectly with. the lMghter 
shades of the poplar and birch. The 
forests In the background stand in all 
their primeval glory and are untouched 
and unscarred ‘by the hands of man. 
They give an air of wildness*and ro- 
mance to the scenery and makes one 
fee] that he Its far from the haunts of 
human beings. 


The Coast Line. 


The coast line Is very broken and ir- 
regular, the arms extending out like a 
giant octopus, inviting the passerby to 
explore their hidden depths, The coast 
line is over 2,200 miles in length and 
presents every variety of outline; sharp- 
jutting corners, bold promontoriles and 
softly-rounded. curves, On-the seven- 
teen-mile journey up to Temagami 
Inn the passenger sees a thousand spots 
where nature has concentrated her 
charms -in“order to allure him aside— 
deep bays and shady nooks, 
camping grounds, jutting points and 
pretty sheltered islands all call forth 
exclamations of delight and wonder. 
Tho interest increases until the inn 1s 
reached, when the climax comes. The 
location ig Idéal; a gently sloping point 
juts out Into the water, and on this the 
inn stands, surrounded by tall, stately 
pines. The hostelry is a two and a half 
story log structure, with quaint rustic 
trimmings. The deep, wide verandah, 
with its rustic seats, suggests ease and 
comfort. Inside, the rotunda is very 
restful and beautiful. A great open fire- 
place, built of rough stones, the skins 
on the floor and the trophies of the 
chase on the walls all add to the feel- 
ing of romance. 

Fire. Ranger’s View. 

Opposite “the inn is Bear Island, 
where there is a Hudson's Ray post, 
and the headquarters of the chief fire 
ranger of the reserve, From a point 
near here 300 islands can be counted. 
The scene is indescribable. Island af- 
ter island, forest and shore, sky and 
lake blend in an ever-changing vista of 
loveliness. Not the least attractive 
feature of the trip on the lake is the 
twilight, which lasts until 9 o’clock, 
followed by a sky as black as Ink, lit 
up with stars of a Orilllancy and 
brightness seldom seen elsewhere. 

An additional touch of romance is 
given to the trip by the presence of In- 
diang at intervals. Their great high- 
way, the lake, leaves no trace of the 
ripples from their canoes, but here and 
there you find old encampments or rude 
forts which tell their tale of warfare. 
Over a hundred Indians ara on the re- 
serve, and every year they assemble 
at Bear Island to receive thelr annual 
Government grant of $4. To reach 
there some of them paddle 120 miles 
and require a week to’ go and come. 
Yet !f one is hired as a guide he asks 
$2.50 or $3 per day in the most unblush- 
ing manner. As guides they excel, and 
for a day’s wages they will paddle or 
row all day, showing the tourist where 
the best fish and game are to be found. 

Last year there were no hotels be- 
yond the inn for the accommodation of 
guests, but this year a fine new hotel— 
the Lady Evelyn, with 98 rooms—vwill 
be ready by July ist. It is eighteen 
miles beyond the inn, giving one a 35- 
mile sail through the prettiest lake in 
Canada, if not in the world. The lake 
is an ideal spot for camper or tourist, 
and the fishing is practically unsur- 
passed anywhere. The air ts clear and 
bracing. The days are warm and the 
nights pleasantly cool. There is every 
kind of fishing to be secured, and every 
variety of big game. Canoes and boats 
and the best of guides can bo secured 
there, and, best of all, the visitor finds 
health and happiness. He is far from 
the busy crowd and the worry of city 
life. He can eat and sleep as he never 
did before and be charmed with scenes 
of a beauty wonderful and rare,

FRUIT TREES ANP SHRUBS. 


How te Prune Them—An Austraillan 
View of the Subject. 


In pruning no hard and fast general 
rules will apply, as much depends upcn 
the requirements of the different 
species and varieties. Apple trees 
bear upon wood of the previous sea- 
son's growth, and also upon short 
spurs two years o]d and upward. Some 
kinds have a tendency to bear near 
the ends of the shoots. Mature trecs, 
as & rule, require little more than the 
shortening and thinning out of bran- 
ches when necessary, and . removing 
rank or misplaced shoots. Pears bear 
fruit in a similar manner to apples, 
and require the same treatment. Plums 
bear upon spurs of one, two and three- 
years’ growth, but chiefly upon those of 
the previous season. As a rule but lit- 
tle in the way of pruning is required 
for mature trees, excopt the thinning 
out of crowded or the removal of mis- 
placed shoots. Poaches and nectarines 
are practically the same fruit, and re- 
quire similar treatment. The fruit is 
produced chiefly upon wood of the pre- 
vious season’s growth, and the trees 
require more pruning than any other 
kind. In order to get good fruit and a 
strong growth of young wood, the 
shoots must be shortened back to one- 
half their length, and thinned out when 
too numerous, which is generally the 
case. Cherries bear upon spurs of two 
or more years’ growth, and require but 
little pruning, except the removal of 
crowded branches or rank and mis- 
placed shoots. Apricots bear upon wood 
of the previous season’s growth, and 
also upon older spurs, Mature’ trees 
should have the last -season’s shoots 
shortened back to about half their 
length, and when too numerous they 
must be reduced in number. Figs us- 
ually bear two and often. three crops of 
fruit, which is produced upon the wood 
of various ages. But little In the way 
of pruning is necessary, merely the 
removal of misplaced and rank shoots. 
Grape vines bear upon shoots of tho 
current season’s growth, and in order 
to get strong growth it is necessary In 
pruning to shorten the wood to two or 
three eyes. Gooseberries bear upon the 
last season’s wood, and also on spurs 
from older branches, The branches 
should be thinned when too numerous, 
and shortened if necessary to allow 
light and air to circulate freely, and 
none ought to be allowed to rest upon 
the ground. Red and white currants 
bear their fruit upon one, two and 
three-year-old wood, as also upon spurs 
on older branches. Generally, however, 
the plants bear reost freely upon wood 
of the previous season. In pruning, the 
shoots should be shortened back to 
three or four buds and reduced in 
number when there are too many. 
Black ourrants require somewhat dif- 
ferent treatment, as the fruit is pro- 
duced chiefly upon the wood of the pre- 
vious season, and less abundantly upon 
older spurs. The -pruning required {s 
to shorten back the shoots when neces- 
sary, thin out if they are too numerous, 
and to keep the plants compact and 
shapely. Raspberries fruit upon canes 
of the previous season’s growth. The 
pruning required {s to remove the old 
canes 28 soon as the fruiting season is 
over, and all the young ones, excepting 
from three to six of the strongest, 
which must be left as fruit-bearing 
shoots for the next season.—From the 
Farmer and Breeder, Adelaide, Aus:

Treatment For Thrush. 

Thrush is a disease of horses’ feet 
characterized by a discharge from 
the frog. It is caused by bad shoeing, 
preventing the frog from coming into 
contact with the ground. It is also 
caused by the animal standing in filth 
The discharge from the frog is a very 
foul smelling, dark colored matter ex- 
uding from the cleft of the frog. Treat- 
ment: Clean out the parts well, and if 
lame put on a poultice of Inseed meal 
or of mashed turnips for a few days, 
changing daily. Then clean off and 
dry the foot and press a little calomel 
into all the cavities. Then prass in a 
little soft paper or rag to keep in the 
calomel and keep out the dirt. Clean 
out the cleft and cavities every second 
day and renew the calomel until the 
parts are dry and: healthy, Remove 
the cause and thus prevent a return 
of the trouble.—Atlanta Constitution. 


Coughing Hogs. ~ 

When hogs begin to cough put them 
where it is warm, clean and dry and 
feed sloppy food made with wheat 
middlings and water and for each hog 
put in a gill of water from a bucket 
containing a half pint of pine tar. The 
water will absorb only so much tar, 
therefore the tar will last some time.— 
Nattonal Stockman. 


Barley For Dalry Cows. 

Barley is fed everywhere to cows in 
Denmark and where used in this coun- 
try gives satisfaction. Here, however, 
wheat bran is much cheaper and much 
more easily obtained. From three to 
five pounds of ground barley is suf- 
ficient for a cow, and even this should 
be fed in connection with bran or some 
other feed.

RELIC OF 1812. 


Copy of a Document Recently Found by 
Francis Janisse of Windsor In 
Late Father’s Papers. 


Francis Janisse, a Windsor undertak- 
er, while looking through the papers left 
by his father, the late Henry Janisse of 
Sandwich East, come upon a number of 
documents bearing upon the stirring 
times along the border during the war 
of 1812. 

Among these documents was the copy 
of a petition which was sent to George 
Murray, K. C. B., Secretary of State for 
the Colonies. It is written on parch- 
ment paper, and the ink, ‘although 
somewhat faded, Is still distinct. The 
writing is like copper-plate and shows 
that the person who penned the peti 
tion was a splendid penman, 

The following is a copy of the me 
morial: 

“The memorial of Billy Caldwell, 
Matthew Elliott, John Wilson, William 
Elliott, Alexander McKee and William 
Caldwell, captains, and Thomas Calg- 
well and Edward Seyers, late Meuten- 
ants of the Indian Department of Upper 
Canada, on behalf of themselves and 
the other reduced officers of the said 
department, humbly sheweth: 

“That your memorlalists, during the 
late contest with the United States, 
having been known to be conversant 
with the current language spoken by 
the different Indian tribes attached to 
the British standard, and also to exer- 
cise great interest over them, were ap- 
pointed to their above specified ranke 
in the Indian Department, and served 
throughout the arduous struggle in the 
upper frontier. They were engaged in 
the taking of Detroit and Niagara, in 
the battles of Queenston Feights, Riv- 
er Raisin, Fort Meigs, Sandusky, Bea- 
ver Dam, Chippewa, Lundy's Lane, 
Fort Erle and various skirmishes, in 
which some of them were geverely 
wounded, 

“That many of your memorilallsts 
pursued a lucrative traffic with the In- 
dians in the American territory prior to 
the war, yet they abandoned all their 
promising expectations, spurned the al- 
luring offers held out by the republic, 
and chose rather poverty with a firm 
adherence to the cause of their King 
than riches purchased at the expense 
of honor. The treaty of Ghent obstruct- 
ing the commerce they formerly carried 
on with red men, most of them are re- 
duced to hopeless indigence, with their 
unhappy families. 

“There remains to them, however, 
this cheering consolation, which helps 
to sustain them fn the midst of mis- 
fortune, that they sacrificed everything 
but honor for the sake of their coun- 
try, and on the generosity of that coun- 
try, which never yct abandoned a friend 
in distress, they cast themselves, fond- 
ly hoping she will no longer suffer them 
to lament over the melancholy effects 
of their patriotism. 

“Although no mercenary notives in- 
fluenced your memorialists to join the 
sacred ranks of lberty in service of 
thelr Sovereign, yet they respectfully 
assert their exertions were of as great 
moment to the cause they supported as 
the officers of the Indian Department 
in the first American war, who by an 
order. from the Lords of the Treasury, 
dated Aug. 81, 1786, had half-pay con- 
ferred on them. Your memorlalists trust 
that the gracious Sovereign will make 
the same provision for them, and_they 
urge this request the most earnestly as 
thelr number is now reduced to 13, 
pnetens the officers of 1788 amounted 
o 85, 

“Your memorilalists beg to be permit- 
ted to repeat the saying of the late 
gallant Gen. Brock, who attributed the 
salvation of the province to the ex- 
ertions of the Indians, whose terrible 
warwhoop the enemy never yet falled to 
tremble before.” 


THE SHOCK OF 1663. 


vania Were Shaken Up, 


Canada, New York and Pennsylvania 
experienced a terrible shock on Jan. 26, 
27 and 28, 1663. A quaint desoription 
of. the occurrence, published at the 
time, says: “The heavens being serene, 
there was suddenly heard a roar lke 
the nolse of a great fire. Immediately 
the buildings were shaken with great 


violence. Doors opened and_= shut 
of themselves with fearful clat- 
tering. The bells rang without 


thelr ropes belng touched. Cracks ap- 
peared in the walls of buildings and 
floors separated and in some cases 
came down. Chasms appeared in the 
flelds, and the hills seemed to be in 
motion. The fright of the inhabitants 
was shared by the beasts and birds, 
who sent forth fearful cries, howlings 
and bellowings. 

“The duration of this earthquake was 
very uncommon. The first shock con- 
tinued half an hour before it was over, 
but it began to abate a quarter of an 
hour after it started. Three other 
shocks occurred the same day. The 
seoond day there was a more violent 
shock, which lasted a long time, and 
that night some counted no less than 
thirty-two shocks, of which many were 
violent. The tremblings of the earth 
did not cease till July. Many trees were 
torn up and the profiles of the moun- 
tains seemed to be much_ changed. 
Springs and small streams were dried 
up. Waters once sweet became sbul- 
phurous and the channels in which riv- 
ers formerly ran were so altered ag to 
be unrecognizable. 

“Halfway between Tadousac and 
Quebec two hills were thrown down 
and formed a polnt of land which ex- 
tended an eighth of a mile into the St. 
Lawrence River. The Island of Aux 
Coudres became larger than it was be- 
fore and the channel of the river wag 
greatly changed.” 


The Cultivation of Style. 


The cultivation of style 1s very just- 
ly made a part of education. Those 
works are the best which have long- 
est stood the test of time. We may still 
borrow descriptive power from Taci- 
tus; dignified perspiculty from Livy; 
simplicity from Caesar, and from 
Homer some portion of that light and 
heat, which, dispersed into 10,000 
channels, have filled the world with 
pright {mages and illustrious thoughts. 
We must still learn from Vingil to be 
majestic, and from Tibullus to be ten- 
der; we might not yet look upon the 
face of nature, as Theocritus saw it, 
nor might we reach those springs of 
pathos with which Euripides softened 
the hearts of his audience. 


Gains From Guns,

ent on her for employment and sub- 
sistence is now fully 300,000. To pro- 
tect the works she has a small army 
of 900 men, armed and under strict 
military discipline.

A splendid example of the intensive 
farming of which one hears so much 
nowadays is that of Daniel Bros. of 
Connecticut, as revealed in New Eng- 
land Homestead. One of the broth- 
ers,.H. O. Daniels, is president of the 
Connecticut Dairymen’s association 
and one of the most successful dairy- 
men in the Nutmeg State. The farm is 
run on lines similar to those adopted 
by Detrick, the famous model dairy 
farmer of Pennsylvania. The milk 
from the Daniels’ herd is sojd in an ad- 
Joining town of 20,000 inhabitants four 
miles distant. 

Several years ago Daniels Bros. start- 
ed a co-operative creamery ox their 
Uttle farm. This has grown until they 
now have a complete creamery outfit 
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CO-OPERATIVE FARM OREAMERY. 
including acrators, sterilizers, separa- 


tors, churns, butter workers, etc. Any 
farmer who wishes can bring milk to 
this dairy. He can bring as much or 
as little as he wants to. He Is paid ac- 
cording to the butter fat that the milk 
contains. The average the past season 
has been about 234 cents per quart. 
This is for butter fat and the farmer 
takes the skim milk home with him. 

The milk from each of the patrons’ 
herds is separated individually, and he 
carries home his own skim milk. Any 
one who does not wish to use the skim 
milk can sell it to Mr. Daniels at half 
a cent per quart, Considerable cream 
is sold in the retail trade. All of the 
product that is not sold as milk or 
cream is made into butter and the same 
marketed at very remunerative figures. 

Septic Tank For Creamery. 

To dispose of drainage at a skim- 
ming station, Professor Farrington ad- 
vises, in Hoard’s Dairyman, the build- 
Ing of a tank about 10 feet long, 4 fect 
deep and 6 feet wide, at some con- 
venient place removed from the cream- 
ery at least 500 feet, and on a line of 
drainage from the factory. This tank 
may be made of plank or brick ce- 
mented over. Allow the drainage from 
the creamery to run in at one end and 
out through an overflow pipe near the 
top of the tank at the other end. Place 
a partition about midway of the tank 
nearly half the distance from the top 
down. This will prevent the drainage 
from passing directly through the tank, 
and require it to stand some time to 
ferment before leaving the tank. 

The idea of a septic tank is, to hold 
drainage at least twenty-four hours, so 
that decomposing processes will go on 
and liquefy the solid matter In the sew- 
age and partially purify it. This tank 
may be covered entirely over, except- 
{ng a manhole, through which the tank 
may be cleaned out once or twice a 
year; considerable sediment will ac- 
cumulate in this tank. The drainage 
from the tank will probably be purified 
so that it can run out over tho fleld. 


Salting Butter In the Chorn. 

Some who would salt their butter in 
the churn do not see how they are go- 
ing to tell how much salt will be re- 
quired without weighing the butter. 
A very good way by which the number 
of pounds may be closely estimated is 
ag follows, according to Hoard’s Dairy- 
man: Put the cream into the churn as 
usual, Unhcok the churn and allow it 
to swing free. When at rest in a per- 
pendicular position measure depth of 
cream with a yard stick thrast to the 
bottom of the churn. This when with- 
“drawn will show the number of inches 
of cream. By weighing one churning 
that has been measured in the manner 
indicated one can easily tell how much 
butter {s made from each inch of 
cream. A pint of salt weighs approxi- 
mately one pound. If one had six 
inches of cream which churned at the 
rate of two pounds to the inch and 
wished to salt it at the rate of an 


‘ounce and a half to the pound a pint 


cup full of salt (sixteen ounces) would 
be required. 


Cleaning the Separator. 

‘The separator should be washed after 
every time that it Is used, and the 
sooner it is washed the easier will be 
the operation. In cleaning the machine 
the frame should not be neglected. 
Sometimes an operator thinks it is 
useless to spend time to keep It clean, 
as it does not come in direct contact 
with the milk. In most cases where a 
machine is found to be dirty and grimy 
it will be found out of repair In other 
ways, The bearings will usually be 
gummy, and !f examined the machine 
svill be found to be out of level. 


Scratching Poles For Cows, 

One of tho western experiment sta- 
tions makes a feature of scratching 
poles in the barnyard for cows. One 
end of a long pole can be set in the 
ground and the other fastened to an 
upright post. The pole will thus form 
ah incline with the surface of the 
ground and will present various 
heights, so that any sized cow can get 
under and scratch herself. Stock pa- 
tronize these scratching poles quite ex- 
tensively. The dairy cow scems to 
appreciate any attempt that is made to 
make her comfortable. - ez
